CORE Members Move 

To Oust Roy Innis 

Members of the Congress of 
Racial Equality voted recently to 
oust controversial Chairman Roy 
Innis. 

Innis quickly blasted the session 
as "a fraud" and said no legiti- 
mate CORE officials were in atten- 
dance at the meeting held in Co- 
lumbia, S. C. 

About 200 CORE members met 
in what spokesmen called a "na- 
tional convention." 

The delegates unanimously se- 
lected Waverly Yates, head of 
CORE'S Washington office, as 
chairman. The group also elected 
Rev. W. T. Lewis of Spartanburg, 
S. C. as first vice-chairman. 

Responding to the move, Innis 
insisted that Yates is not a CORE 
member. "Not one active chapter, 
not one CORE chairman and not 
one regional CORE chairman was 
in attendance," Innis said. "An- 
swering to frauds, it's just un- 
fair," he continued, "no other 
company has to do this." 

Yates, 44, a longtime Innis op- 
ponent, is one of the CORE lead- 
ers who blames Innis for many of 
the organization's recent prob- 
lems. 
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Hooks Urges Reagan To 
Show Concern For Blacks

For Fu-st Time In 20 Yrs. 
Jobless Rate For Women 
Lower Than That Of Men 

For the first time since 1960, 
the jobless rate for women, 6.1 
percent, is lower than that of men, 
6.7 percent, according to a recent 
report by the U. S. Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics. 

"Unemployment has been fo- 
cused on a few major industries 
like automobiles and construction, 
which have always been tradition- 
al male strongholds," said Jannet 
Norwood, bureau commissioner. 
"So while many men have been 
laid off because of the recession, 
women haven't been as affected," 
she explained.

Calif. Airline To Pay 

$275,000 In Job Bias Case 

Pacific Southwest Airlines in 
Los Angeles recently agreed to 
pay $275,000 in back wages and 
offer employment to Blacks, His- 
panics and males who allegedly 
were victims of job discrimination. 

The agreement with the U. S. 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission ends a three-year 
probe into the firm's alleged 
failure to hire minorities and 
men as flight attendants. In ac- 
cordance with the EEOC consent 
decree, the firm also agreed to pay 
$250,000 to accomplish affirmative 
action efforts.

Preacher's Son, Stood 
Up By Gay Friend, Goes 
On Angry Shooting Spree 

A former New York City transit 
cop who machine gunned seven 
men outside a Greenwich Village 
gay bar, allegedly was irate over 
his White boyfriend's refusal to 
have sex with him. 

Ronald Crumpley, 38, son of a 
Harlem minister, was quoted by 
detectives as telling police after 
his capture: "I just don't like 
faggots. I would have got more 
but I was mad and my aim was 
off." 

Crumpley was found hiding un- 
der a truck by police just before 
midnight after a mad shooting 
spree that began two hours ear- 
lier in the heart of the Village's 
gay community. 

While seated behind the wheel 
of the 1979 black Cadillac he'd 



stolen from his father, he opened 
fire with an automatic pistol. He 
then got out of the car with a 
submachine gun wounding five and 
killing two. 

His alleged lover, Edward Thai- 
man, an admitted hustler, told of- 
ficials: "It was me he wanted. I 
feel responsible for those who 
died. We had been going together 
for six months. He said he want- 
ed to meet me Wednesday night 
at the Ramrod. If I didn't he said 
he would kill me." 

Thalman reportedly said he 
charged Crumpley, a father of 
two, $40 a session. Thalman add- 
ed, "He said he liked me because 
I was White and I didn't look 
like all the other fags." 

At the arraignment in Manhat- 
tan criminal court, Crumpley was 
held without bond, pending a psy- 
chiatric examination.

Sec. Joan Wallace in Agriculture, Randy Kin- 
der of Health and Human Services, Terrance Duvernay of HUD, and 
William Beckham of Transportation, all pacesetters in what will be 
the largest exodus of Black government officials from Washington in 
history. President-elect Reagan's people have set Feb. 15 as the dead- 
line for a complete evacuation which will include the VIPs and hun- 
dreds of other subordinate personnel. . . . Now it can be told: The 
White House's "invisible woman," Edith Draper, the first Black wom- 
an ever to serve as an administrative assistant to a presidential chief 
of staff (Hamilton Jordan), will be one of five persons honored at the 
JPC Christmas party in Washington.

Draper earned a reputation for her skills in the sensitive slot. Oth- 
ers to be cited will be White Houser Louis Martin; Dr. Aris Allen, 
the MarylaCnd GO Per who served as convention secretary this year;

Cardoza High School band. . . . Controversy has erupted between 
the NAACP and the Joint Center For Political Studies over Black 
voting in the past election. The NAACP (Benjamin Hooks and vote 
expert Joe Madison) contend that "as many as 65 to 70 percent" of all 
registered Black voters took part while Eddie Williams' Joint Center 
estimated "about 40 percent." The NAACP's Hooks stressed that the 
vote in California was 10 to 15 percent lower because of President Gar- 
ter's early concession. . . . Philadelphia Rep. William Gray may be next 
year's chairman of the House Subcommittee on Africa, a post which 
ex-Rep. Charles Diggs used to head. Gray and Rep. Cardiss Collins, of 
Chicago, the international pros of the Congressional Black Caucus, 
created a stir with a one-day think tank session on the plight of 
Blacks in the Caribbean.

Starts Out With A Bash 

Howard University's WHMM — 
Channel 32, the first public tele- 
vision station directed and operat- 
ed by Blacks, recently aired its 
first broadcast, a live special cele- 
brating the station's opening. 

Among the 300 guests at the 
gala affair in Washington, D. C. 
were Howard University Presi- 
dent Dr. James Cheek, D. C. May- 
or Marion Barry and Edward D. 
Morgan, chairman of the Board 
Communication Committee. 

Due to financial binds, the $7 
million station, which has been 
six years in the making, will air 
only 25 hours per week, according 
to Arnold D. Wallace, the station's 
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senior General Manager. 

However, Wallace said several 
televised fund raising drives will 
be conducted early next year by 
the WHMM staff of 30. WHMM, 
which was specifically designed to 
serve the Black community, will 
air such programs as "From 
Jumpstreet," "Up and Coming" 
and "Vegetable Soup." 

Wallace said WHMM will pro- 
vide the type of news information 
that for so long has been absent 
from the traditional electronic 
media. "Too often, members of the 
Black community have been un- 
derserved by the traditional or 
main stream media," he said. 

Wallace also said the station 
would provide Howard's communi- 
cation students with an increased 
awareness of the broadcast media. 

"Our goal is to train students 
so that they will have a greater 
opportunity within when they en- 
ter the job market in search of 
careers within the telecommuni- 
cations industry." 

Top Baltimore TV Station 

Gets aty's First Black GM 

Baltimore's leading TV station, 
WJZ, Channel 13, has chosen its 
fifth general manager in the last 
six years — Paul Yates, formerly 
station manager. 

Yates, thie first Black to head a 
TV station in Baltimore's market, 
received both graduate and under- 
graduate degrees from Pennsyl- 
vania State University before 
joining the station's parent com- 
pany, Group W. Before that, he 
was president and chief operations 
officer for the Sheridan Broadcast- 
ing Co. 
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President Franklin D. Roosevelt, in an effort to uplift the morale 
of America's citizens during World War II, said: "We have nothing 
to fear but fear itself."

TV and Clark College and a crowd 
of viewers for the premiere and 
to honor the 19 cast and 12 crew 
members who call themselves "The 
Young Film Makers." 

"The main purpose for making

Stephanie was especially upset 
with the article which said, "(She) 
is first to say she knows nothing of 
the NAACP.

She has no 
awareness of past or present Black 
history. Malcolm X, Angela Davis, 
Andrew Young and Jesse Jackson 
are nothing more than names to 
her. She recognizes only Martin 
Luther King Jr. . . 

Responding to the article, the 
singer said, "I don't consider my- 
self a Black scholar — ^totally into

the Black movement or know a 
whole lot about it — but I always 
like to help out because I am a 
Black person; I am a Black enter- 
tainer and I feel we should help 
each other.

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Treatment For Sickle 

Cell Pain Developed 

The agonizing pain that is one 
of sickle cell anemia's worst side- 
effects may be prevented by a new 
treatment that slightly changes 
the chemical makeup of the vic- 
tim's blood, doctors have found. 

The treatment is not a cure for 
sickle cell anemia, but the re- 
searchers say it appears to be a 
relatively simple way to free vic- 
tims of most of their pain. 

Doctors at two Harvard-affiliat- 
ed hospitals in Boston developed 
the new method which uses medi- 
cine and diet to lower sodium lev- 
els in the victim's blood by 10 
percent. As a result, the red cells 
swell, and fewer sickle-shaped 
cells are formed. 

Aspirin Linked To Reye's 

Syndrome In Children 

Children who are given aspirin 
for influenza, chicken pox and 
other viral illnesses are much 
more likely to develop Reye's syn- 
drome than children who don't 
receive aspirin, according to stud- 
ies by the Ohio and Michigan 
health departments. 

Instead of substituting other 
medications, parents would do 
better to give no medication at 
all, the study says. Doctors note 
that most cases of flu, chicken 
pox and other mild childhood dis- 
eases don't require medication. 
Reye's syndrome is an uncommon 
but potentially fatal complication 
from influenza, chicken pox and 
other viral illnesses in persons 
under age 21. 



Senility Is Curable In 

Of All Cases: Doctor 

Senility, which affects 3 million 
Americans, can be cured in about 
50 percent of the cases, according 
to a leading expert on problems 
affecting the aged. 

Dr. Robert Butler, director of 
the National Institute of the Ag- 
ing, says the disease can be caused 
by strokes, brain tumors, adverse 
drug effects, depression and ab- 
normal functioning of the thyroid 
gland — all of which usually re- 
spond to treatment. 

Synthetic Vitamin A May 

Prevent Growth Of Cancer 

A synthetic derivative of Vita- 
min A may prevent the develop- 
ment of cancer, according to Wil- 
liam Okamura, a chemistry pro- 
fessor at the University of Cali- 
fornia in Riverside. 

Vitamin A plays a vital role in 
the normal maturation of cells in 
areas that are prime locales for 
cancer, such as the lung, colon and 
breasts, Okamura said. The syn- 
thetic Vitamin A could block or 
reverse the cancer process by en- 
hancing the normal process of cell 
growth, he said. 

Sound Waves Help Detect 

Defects In Unborn Babies 

Abnormalities in a fetus inside 
its mother's womb now can be de- 
tected by sound waves, according 
to researchers at the University of 
California in Los Angeles. 

Defects that might otherwise go 
unidentified until birth are de- 
tected by bouncing high-frequency 
waves off various organs of the 
unborn child.

N. Y. Court Upholds 

Ban On School Prayer 

A federal appeals court in Man- 
hattan, N. Y., recently issued a 
decision barring a group of stu- 
dents from holding prayer meet- 
ings in a public school in order to 
stress the "wall of separation" 
between church and state. 

"We must be careful that our 
public schools, where fundamental 
values are imparted to our chil- 
dren, are not perceived as institu- 
tions that encourage the adoption 
of any sect or religious ideology," 
the U. S. Court of Appeals for the 
Second Circuit said in the decision. 

Judge Irving R. Kaufman, who 
wrote the 23-page decision, de- 
clared that school authorization of 
the prayer meetings would have 
created "an improper appearance 
of official support" of religion. 

Police Chief Admits Bias 

Exists In Chicago Dept. 

"Yes, there is racism in the po- 
lice department and I'd be a fool 
to say otherwise considering the 
size of this organization," said 
Chicago Police Supt. Richard Brze- 
czek in a startling admission re- 
cently. 

But, he said, he already has tak- 
en steps, such as retraining offi- 
cers who are stationed in minority 
areas, to alleviate the problem. 

In 1970 what's now known as 
the Afro-American Police League 
filed a discrimination suit against 
the force. After a seven year bat- 
tle.

Joseph P.

A man fitting Franklin's de- 
scription entered the First Na- 
tional Bank branch in Little Rock 
on Sept. 7, 1977, and asked a teller 
to change a $10 bill, the FBI said. 
The robber then pulled a pistol 
and warned the teller to fill a paper 
bag with money and not to give 
him any "funny money" or marked 
bills, federal officials said. 

Franklin, an avowed racist, has 
been charged in Utah state court 
in connection with the shooting 
deaths of two Blacks as they 
jogged near a park in Salt Lake 
City (Jet, Oct. 16). He also was 
indicted by federal officials on 
charges of violating the civil 
rights of the men because they 
were killed while using a public 
facility. A U. S. District Court 
trial on the federal civil rights 
charges has been scheduled for 
Jan. 9.

This Week In Black History 

Dec, 5, 1935 — The National Council of Negro Women was founded 
in New York City by the distinguished educator, Mary McLeod 
Bethune. Thirty-five women gathered to map out a program for 
united and concerted action by various Black women's organiza- 
tions. The Council, which has extended its influence into many 
parts of the world, is concerned primarily with programs for the 
economic, social, cultural and educational welfare of Black women. 
Dec. 6, 1949 — Huddie Ledbetter, 60, known as "Leadbelly, king 
of the 12-string guitar," died of lateral sclerosis in New York. 
He was bom in Mooringsport, La., in 1888, and reared in Texas 
where he learned to play accordion and guitar. Discovered by 
folklorist Alan Lomax, Ledbetter recorded for the Library of 
Congress, and played numerous night club engagements during 

the 1940s. In 1949, he toured France suc- 
^ cessf ully and, during the period, began to 

^ ^ spark a general interest both at home and 

abroad in American folk music. Some of 
his songs, such as On Top Of Old Smoky 
and Good Night, Irene became commer- 
cial successes when recorded by others. 
Dec. 6, 1950 — Col. Paul Magliore was in- 
augurated president of Haiti following 
the country's first popular presidential 
\ Mary McLeod Bethune election.

Minority Membership Rises 

In UCC Churches; Study 

Minority membership in the 
United Church of Christ increased 
21.5 percent during the past 
decade, even though overall mem- 
bership declined 11 percent, ac- 
cording to a study by the United 
Church Board for Homeland 
Ministries. 

The increase is attributed to 84 
new minority UCC Churches es- 
tablished during the 1970s. The 
total of 485 minority churches ac- 
count for 7.5 percent of the de- 
nomination's 6,467 congregations, 
compared to 6 percent in 1970.

In light of the success of the 
politically active Moral Majority 
in the recent national election, a 
group of Black ministers has or- 
ganized the Minorities for Moral- 
ity, designed to use the church 
and its congregation to affect po- 
litical and social changes for mi- 
norities.

Iowa State U. May Name 

Stadium For Black Athlete 

Jack Trice, the first Black ath- 
lete to attend Iowa State Univer- 
sity, has a chance of having the 
school's football untitled stadium 
named in his honor. 

Although a spokesman for the 
Iowa State Daily (the school's stu- 
dent body newspaper) says the 
chances are slim, a move is under- 
way to remember the only Iowa 
athlete to die as a result of ath- 
letic activity. 

Trice, who entered the school as 
a sophomore in 1923, was wel- 
comed by the football team and 
coach. But opposing schools often 
refused to play against the bruis- 
ing (and Black) tackle. 

The night before a game against 



Minnesota, Trice wrote a note 
which said in part: "To whom it 
may concern. . . . The honor of my 
race, family and self are at stake 
tomorrow. Everyone is expecting 
me to do big things. I will. . . ." 
Game reports say he was more 
than he expected in his first start- 
ing role that next day. 

On one play, he blocked three 
would-be tacklers and after end- 
ing up on his back, was run over by 
a wave of opposing blockers. He 
finished the game, but unknowing- 
ly was fatally injured. Two days 
later, he died of internal bleeding. 

The proposed tag of "Cyclone 
Stadium" is a name that falls far 
below "Jack Trice Stadium" be- 
cause "he is the stuff dreams are 
made of," say the students.
